Bat what 
ius to be done —the number to choose 
from is but few mideed, and those fit 
fur such elévAtion occur but in the 
proportion @ffone to one thousand. 
Slence the difficulty, and the caution 
with whieh the Governor must pro- 
ceed. LegislAtive ability must be 
united to bare’ofiicial routine—mend- 
ing the plough ay much a duty as

Let this 
idea not be Jaughed at, it is new— 
quite original—but only the more en-, 
titled to credit, and the example will 
no doubt be @xtensively followed in 
all cases. whére confidence has been 
lost, and it is necessary to make a 
show of numbers in order to re-éstab- 
lish popularity—there is no other 
course so easy, sure, and inexpensive. 
A Ball !—music -who can resist the 
attraction; afd then the wife and fam- 
ily, or the joyful intended are expected 
to accompan¥ you, and in the énum- 
eration they ‘all count up. Some may 
sneer at such numbers; let them sneer 
—there they stand—6v0, 800, as the 
case may be, and figures are facts, no 
matter what they represent. It isa 
wonder the Ancients never got up to 
this fine piece of strategy. A brave 
old general, being deserted by his fol- 
lowers—Hanibal for instance, after 
being whipt by Scipio Africanus—wh 
didn’t the lockhead get up a ball?

Even ag the 
present day+-there is Maximillian in 
Mexico with his throne tottering be- 
neath him, dnd his friends shying him, 
why, a single ball, not at his own ex- 
pense either; would secure both throne 
and friends.

Leicester, both holding the same tithe 
by grant of the Crown.— Once a week.
